The creditors of the Indianapolis &

and receiver for th e company, for au ­ 
thority from the courts to issue re ­ 
ceiver’s certificates on w hich to obtain 
money to continue the work of con­ 
struction. 
A committee was apjiointed about 
two weeks ago, the function of which 
wa* to suggest a plan for tho readjust­ 
ment of tl»e finances of the company. 
The comm ittee consisted of Theodore

It is 
understood that the plan to apply for 
authority to issue the certificates was 
ii oaf tho suggestion of the committee, 
but no statem ent of their attitude on 
tile question could be obtained. 
In regard to the financial condition j 
of tile traction company, Ferdinand 
W inter said y esterd ay : 
“ There is nothing at all dangerous 
in the condition ot the Indianapolis & 
C incinnati Traction company at the 
present tim e, ami it is my opinion 
that the stock w ill be worth more than 
its face value when the extensions now 
under 
construction 
are completed. 
The certificates which are to be issued 
are of the nature of promissory notes, 
and in addition constitute individual 
liens uj»on the property of the com­ 
pany, aud w ill be placed upon the 
m arket for the purpose of raising the 
funds w ith which 
to complete the 
above m entioned extensions. 
It is u n ­ 
desirable that w’ork on these should 
cease, as it would leave the company 
further in debt to the contractors, 
who are at present the creditors, w ith­ 
out additional assets.

In the fonrth of a series of special 
sermons relating to public righteous- 
ness,*Rev. W. W. Sniff, pastor of the 
Main Street 
Christian church, de­ 
clared last night that every citizen in 
the United States is partly responsible 
for the m in of the 100,000 men, who, 
he said, die prem aturely each year as 
the result of the drink habit. 
Rev. 
Sniff’s subject last night was “ The 
Liquor Apjietit© ami Traffic.” 
‘‘This subject,” he said, “ comes 
clos3 and intim ate to all, it comes 
home to each and everyone of us, and 
although it is an old question and has 
been discussed over ami over again, I 
can see no necessity of letting up on 
the question u n til greater work lias 
been dont) ami greater good is accom­ 
plished. ” 
“ From eighty to one hundred thous­ 
and 
men annually died 
prem ature 
deaths and are cut off from life’s use­ 
fulness, life’s joy aud brightness and 
life’s prospects, as a result of the 
liquor habit. 
Statistics show this to 
be true. 
I tell gyou we are entirely 
too indifferent upou the subject.” 
“ The problem is a complex one. 
It is one th at is hard to treat and 
remedy. 
We have a terrible appetite 
and habit to combat, and they are not 
easily done away w ith .” 
“ No one has the right right to in ­ 
terfere 
w ith the man 
who drinks 
moderately. 
There are some men who 
go into a saloon and take a drink, but 
you cannot make 
them drunkards. 
The man who has gone on drinking 
and then thinks 
he can let liquor 
alone, if he tried, does not know what 
he is talking 
about. 
He 
does not 
know what self denial is. 
It is the 
heighth of folly for a man to talk that 
way. 
“ A man begins drinking and then 
he takes a drink occasionally w ith his 
associates. 
Soon they form a social 
class and the drinking is continued 
until the man gets to be a slave to the 
liquor. 
Then it gets him down and 
he cannot get out from under i t.” 
Rev. Sniff declared that the liquor 
traffic in this country’ exists because 
the people* tolerate -it. through the 
license under which it operates and 
he was of the opinion that the saloon 
keeper should not be looked upon as 
of an inferior class, because he sells 


nigh a living for five times as many 
men as those engaged in the liquor 
traffic.” 
Rev. Sniff in giving 
the 
points 
where 
in 
the liquor traffic works 
ruin, said first, that its results are 
disastrous in the drunkard himself, as 
it takes away his moral, intellectual 
and physical powers, takes away his 
will power and causes him to lose his 
manhood and all the finer sensibilities 
of his sonl. 
“ There is no use to talk about these 
things,” said Rev. Sniff ” 
They are 
things that we all agree upon, but 
still the drinking man goes on and 
down and down antil he is lost. 
The 
descent is so gradual, so slow appar­ 
ently, that we do not mark it, bat 
little by little, before old age comes. 
he is already an old man. rniued and 
ready for the grave. 
Finally he w ill 
say Oh, what’s tile good of living 
anyway? ’ 
I don’t wonder that men do desper­ 
ate things 
sometimes. 
I tell 
you, 
friends, that drink w ill tell the story 
of more crime than any other one th ing 
in the worl I. 
The drunken men are 
to be pitied. 
Do you know that 100,000 men go 
down that way each 
year? Do you 
know w hat that 
means? L et’s see 
w hat it means. 
If it goes on for the 
next tw enty years, it means that 100,- 
000 boy babies, now nestling against 
the pure m other’s breast are to become 
drunkards. 
It means that 100,000 boy 
babies between the ages of one and 
two years, 100,000 between two and 
three years, between three and four 
years, ami so on, are to be sacrificed 
to the liquor traffic. 
Oh, I tell you 
it is the duty of the ]>arents to look 
carefully to the training 
of 
their 
children. 
There are homes in R ush­ 
ville ♦hat are going to furnish some 
of those boys. 
I tell you w hat will 
come. 
I predict th at it w ill come. 
The people in the days to come will 
wonder why our people were so fool­ 
ish as to license the liquor traffic. 
I want you to remember th at for 
every drunkard who suffers this fate, 
tliere is a drunkard’s w ife who suffers. 
The injury don’t stop w ith Hie drunk­ 
ard himself, but ^it goes on through 
his family. 
His wife is forced to take 
in washing, his table is scantily fu r­ 
nished, his credit is gone, his home is 
a pauper’s home, his fam ily lives in 
poverty, hunger and nakedness. 
I want you to remember that there 
are hereditary influences that go to 
make drunkards. 
The 
coldest 
and 
hardest statistics show that liquor in ­ 
flames the blood of the parent, causing 
the children to be imbued w ith the 
appetite even down to the third or 
fourth generations.” 
Rev. Sniff quoted from a medical 
journal a statement that a whiskey 
drunkard w ill commit m urder only 
under the excitem ent and heat of in ­ 
toxication, while a beer drinker is 
capable of doing it in cold blood. 
The journal also said that the beer 
drinking heriditarv influences is more 
prevalent than the whiskey influence, 
because more people of both 
sexes 
drink it. 
“ The U nited States Supreme co u rt,” 
Rev. Sniff said, ‘has said that from 
seventy to ninety per cent, of the

Elisha and Pendonce Sage, members 
of a little company of pioneers from 
Connecticut, had halted while on their 
westward march in quest of a home­ 
stead. 
At the age of twelve years 
Russell began his career as an errand 
boy in the grocery store of his brother 
Henry in Troy. At the age of twenty- 
two he established a wholesale gro­ 
cery of his own in that place. 
In 1857 the young merchant had ac­ 
quired a fortune estim ated at almost 
half a million dollars, a vast amount 
for those days, and determined to re­ 
tire from active business life. 
He 
had, however, already become inter­ 
ested in railroads, his first transaction 
of this character being a loan to the 
Lacrosse 
Railroad company, which 
led to further transactions resulting 
in his acquiring large Interests in the 
roads now’ forming the Chicago. Mil­ 
waukee & St. Paul system, of which 
he became vice president. 
This de­ 
termined Mr. Sage to devote his future 
energies to operations In Wall street, 
and in 1863 he opened his first office 
in New York. 
About this time he formed an asso­ 
ciation with Jay Gould, which con­ 
tinued for many years. 
About 1872 
Mr. Sage originated 
the system of
